SAIGON. — Fighting raged in 
the streets of Kontum yesterda; 
with the battle over the Cen 
Highlands city apparently reach- 
ing stalemate. 

Military sources described the si- 
tuatlon there after five days of 
fighting as “somewhat stabilized.” 
Both sides appear to be holdiag 
their ground, with North Vietna- 
mese troops occupying some build- 
Ings and South Vietnamese troops 
striving to flush them out. 

Further North, Communist troops 
began to probe the western defences 
of Hue and a military spokesman 
there said that 42 North Vietnamese 
were killed in a dawn assauit about 
nine miles west of the city. 

One report sald that North Viet- 
mamese troops began pulling back 
from Kontum yesterday when gov- 
ernment forces opened up with tanks 
and machine guns at point-blank 
range to rout them. 

The U.S. command said F-4 Phan- 
tom fighter-bombers knocked out 
more than 30 supply warehouses and 
three bridges in raids into North 
Vietnam. 


Military sources said Communist 
mortar rounds killed 100 soldiers and 
elvitiang early yesterday as a relief 
column tried to reach the beselged 
provincial capital of An Loc, 96 kilo-~ 
metres north of Salgon. ; 

A UPI team flew into Kontum 
yesterday afternoon and reported 
95 per cent of the city’s business 
district intact and ctvittans going 
about their business. 

Government M-41 tanks and me- 
ehine gunners were firing at polnt- 
blank range at North Vietnamese 
troops who still cling to some sec- 
tions of the city. The Communists 
were returning the fire.

ROME. — Rome police said yea- 
terday they have asked the inter- 
national! police organization, Inter- 
pol, for copies of the erprints 
of the Arab girl hijacker, Leila 
Khaled, to compare with those of 
an Arab girl arrested ‘here on 
Sunday. - 

But ‘a police official said they did 
not belleve that the girl, who was 
arrested at Rome’s Fiumicino Air- 
port after she tried to board a 
Beirut-bound Pan-American jet with 
two pistols hidden under her cloth- 
ing, was Miss Khaled. 

Results of a finger-print compari- 
son will take two or three days to 
be made known, the officlal said. 

The girl carried a Lebanese pass- 
Port in the name of Jomaa ei Amii 
Khelri, aged 21. 

Leila Khaled was one of two hi- 
jackers who attempted to take over 
an Israeli plane over the North Sea 
in September 1970. Her male com- 
panion was killed during the hijack 
attempt, and Miss Khaled—who had 
hijacked a Trans-World Airlines flight 


to Damescus the previous year— 
was heli in custody in London for 
‘a month. 

She was returned to Cairo in an 
exchange deal after passengers of 
three other hijacked planes bad been 
released by Palestine terrorists in 
Jordan. 

Τὰ Beirut, authorities arrested a 
Swiss national and a Lebanese who 
allegedly planned to hijack a series 
of aircraft from Switzerland for a 
Palestinian terrorist group, police 
sources said yesterday. 

Two other persona holding Swiss 
nationality were being held on 
charges of Hlegal possession of ha- 
shish, and thelr posatble role in the 
plot wes being investigated, the 
sources said. 

They identified the Swiss suspect 
as ‘Martin Schubert, who was picked 
up 10 days ago on charges of deal-~ 
ing in narcotics. 

The Lebanese was identified as 
Amin Takel Eddin, who was arrested 
and charged with stealing $22,667 
from his employer.

MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union and 
the U.S. yesterday reaffirmed their 
support for a peaceful settlement 
in the Middle Hast, and declared 
thelr support for special U.N. en- 
voy Gunnar Jarring’s mission. 
A joint U.S.-Soviet communique 
isued at the end of the talks said 
the two sides “reaffirm their sup- 
port for a peaceful settlement in 
the Middle East in accordance with 
Security Council resolution 242. 
“Noting the significance of con- 
structive cooperation of the par- 
tles concerned with the special re- 
presentative of the U.N. Secretary 
General, Ambassador Jarring, the 
US. and the U.S.S.R. confirm their 
desire to contribute ‘to his mission's 
success and also their readiness to 
play their part In bringing about a 
peaceful settlement in the Middle 
East. In the view of the US. and 
the U.S.S.R.. the achievement of 
such a settlement would open pros- 
pects for the normalization of the 
Middle East situation and would 
permit, in particular, consideration 
of further steps to bring about a 
military relaxation in that area.” 
Dr. Henry Kissinger, President 
Nixon's advisor, told mnewamen, 
“There were discussions between 
Brezhnev and Nixon. This is a sub- 
ject (the Middle East) in which a 
great deal depends on the parties 
concerned and the power of outside 
parties is Umited. Both sides favour 
progress."

Soviets expected to urge Cairo 
to accept ‘political efforts’

Egyptian radio networks last night 

played up the U.S.~Soviet jolnt com- 
Mmunique, and highlighted, in some- 
thing of 8 triumphant tone, the men- 
tion of the Middle East crisis and 
U.N. envoy Dr. Gunnar Jarring. 

Tne radios emphasized that the 

parties had agreed to cooperate with 
Dr. Jarring, while stressing their 
pledge to boost his Middle Hast mis- 
sion. 
The Egyptians further emphasized 
the American-Soviet pledge support 
for a Middle East political settle- 
ment based on the Security Council 
resolution of November 1967 “which 
calls for Israel's withdrawal from 
the occupied territories.”

JERUSALEM OBSERVERS

The reaction in Jerusalem to 
the summit news from Moscow 
was one of broad satisfaction. 

Firstly, the very fact that the 
Middle East was not a major topic 
of diacnssion seemed to observers 
here to mean.that the super powers 
are not intent on imposing a solu- 
tion. That this is America’s position 
was again made clear by Mr. 
Nbkxon's adviser, Henry Kissinger, 
who said after the signing of the 
communique that progress in the 
Middle East depended largely on the 
parties to the conflict themselves.

ROME’S JEWS 
THREATENED 
BY FASCISTS 


ROME (INA). — The president of 
the Italian Jewish commuzities, 
Judge Dergio Piperno, has protested 
against what he called the “unjust 
arrest” last week of a Jewish boy 
who had been attacked by neo- 
Fascists when leaving school. 


The 17-year-old Jewish boy, Piero 
Morpurgo, had been set upon last 
Thursday by a group who shouted 
“Dirty Jew" at him and kept hitting 
him until the police intervened. The 
police apparently arrested Morpurgo 
after one of the policemen had been 
hit with a cyclist’s helmet during 
the melee. 


The incident occurred in the Monte 
Verde quarter here, a predominantly 
Jewish residential area. Early Jast 
‘week neo-Fascists announced their 
intention to beat up Jewish students 
at Morpurgo’s school as an “ex- 
emplary action.” 

The weekly "Vie Nuove" last week 
published the contents of a leaflet 
containing the names and addresses 


of some 15 families in Treviso which ἡ

Turkey Premier 
seeks vote 
of confidence 


ANKARA (Reuter). — Turkey's 
Prime ‘Minister, Ferit Melen, sald 
yesterday that his government must 
take adequate steps to stamp out 
political extremism and implement 
reforms before moving towards gene- 
ral elections, due by October next 
year. 


Mr, Melen, 66, who named his 
Cabinet a week ago, was opening 
@ confidence debate in the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

The new Premier, who succeeded 
Dr. Nihat Erim, said tougher lew- 
and-order measures and reforms 
were essential to create the right 
atmosphere of stability in which 
elections could ‘be held.

MOSCOW .—Here is thetext of the 
joint declaration of principles to 
guide Soviet-American relations, 
signed by President Nixon and 
Soviet Communist Party Chief 
Leonid Brezhnev in Moscow yes- 
terday: 

Basic principles of relations be- 
tween the United States of Amer- 
ica and the Union of Soviet So- 
cfalist Republics. 

The United States of America 
and the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, guided by their obliga- 
tions under the Charter of the 
United Nations and by a desire 
to strengthen peaceful relations 
with each other and to place 
these relations on the firmest 
possible basis. 

Aware of the need to make 
every effort to remove the threat 
of war and to create conditions 
which promote the reduction of 
tensions in the world and the 
strengthening of universal sec- 
urity and international coopera- 
tion. 

Believing that the improvement 
of U.3.-Soviet relations and their 
mutually advantageous deévelop- 
ment in such areas as economics, 
science and culture, will meet 
these objectives and contribute 
to better mutual understanding 
and businesslike cooperation, 
without in any way prejudicing 
the interests of third countries. 

Conscious that these objectives 
reflects the interests of both 
countries. 

Have agreed as follows: 

First, they will proceed from 
the common determination that 
in the nuclear age there is no 
alternative to conducting their 
mutual relations on the basis of 
peaceful coexistence. Differences 
in ideology and in the social .sys- 
tems of the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.S.R. are not obstacles to the 
bilateral development of normal 
relations based on the principles 
of sovereignty, equality, non-inter- 
ference in international affairs 
and mutual advantage. 

Second, the U-S.A. and the 
U.S.S.R. attach mejor importance 
to preventing the development of 
situations capable of causing 8.

Both sides recognize that efforts 
to obtain unilateral advantage at 
the expense of the other, directly 
or indirectly, are inconsistent with 
these objectives. 

The prerequisites for maintain- 
ing and strengthening peaceful 
relations between the U.S. and 
the U.S.S.R. are the recognition 
of the security interests of the 
parties based on the principle of 
equality and the renunciation of 
the use or threat of force. 

Third, the USA. and the 
USSR. have a special respon- 
sibility, as do other countries 
which are permanent members of 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil, to do everything in their 
power so that conflicts or situa- 
tions will not arise which would 
serve to increase international 
tensions. Accordingly, they will 
seek to promote conditions in 
which ali countries will live in 
peace and security and will not 
be subject to outside interference 
In their internal affairs. 

Fourth, the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.S.R. intend to widen the ju- 
ridical basis of their mutual re- 
lations and to exert the meces- 
sary efforts so that bilateral 
agreements which they have con- 
eluded and multilateral treaties 
and agreements to which they 
are jointly parties are faithfully 
and fully implemented. 

‘Fifth, the USA. and the 
U.S.S.R. reaffirm their readiness 
to continue the practice of ex- 
changing views on problems of 
mutual interest and. when neces- 
sary, to conduct such exchanges 
at the highest level, including 
meetings between leaders of the 
two countries. 

The two governments welcome 
and wil facilitate an increase in 
productive contacts between re- 
presentatives of the jegislative 
bodies of the two countries.

An Israeli novelist’s

TH author of this novel, original-

As shown 
by his two previous novels, his fic- 
Hon is increasingly richer, his range 
ever wider and deeper, his themes 
more important. 

In the book under review, Ka- 
niuk addresses himself to matters of 
no small significance: a Holocaust 
survivor's search for the meaning 
of his life, of bis survival, of his 
manhood, of his God.

Two cleared of 
disturbance in 
Gowon protest 


RAMLE, — Two American students 
arrested last November while pro- 
testing the arrival of Nigerian head 
of state Generel Yakubu Gowon at 
Lod Airport were cleared here yes- 
terday of charges of disturbing the 
peace. 

The two, 20-year-old Marc Hauser 
and 19-year-old Lucy Levine, had 
‘been carrying Jewish Defence League 
leaflets charging the Nigerian leader 
with genocide during the suppres- 
Sion of the breakaway state of 
Biafra. The girl had also been hold- 
ing 8 large sign denouncing the 
visit. 

When the policeman, who, arrested 
Miss Levine for holding the sign 
told the court that she had shouted 
“Gowon killed millions,” Chief Magis- 
trate Zion Aluf turned to him and 
said “That's a fact. Haven't you 
heard about it?” 

Marc Hauser, who ig studying 
languages at Tel Aviv Untversity, 
told the court that he had no cause 
to regret his action. 

In clearing the two Tel Aviv 
University students, Magistrate Aluf 
said there was no threat to public 
order in the leaflets.

GAZA. ~ Two Gaza Strip girls were 
sentenced to eight-year and six-year 
prison terms yesterday for man- 
slaughter. The Military Court 
convicted Dali Hall Juma Abu- 
Kamer, 18, of being an accessory in 
the July murder of Najla Namer 
Ajur, 22, a prostitute who was be- 
lieved by the Palestinian Liberation 
Front to cooperate with the Israelis. 
Dall, a PLE member, received the 
elght-year sentence. 

Another PLF member, 16-year-old 
Huriya Hatil Ibrahim Halife, was 
found guilty ‘as accessory in the 
murder of ‘her husband, Hamis Salah 
Alkasas, 23, in Jupe 1971.
